from  Cancer 

over  the  whole  district,  last  year  the  figures  were  exceptionally  low,  this  year  they 
have  gone  to  the  other  extreme  and  are  the  highest  recorded,  but  this  increase 
is  confined  to  three  districts. 

Although  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  has  increased  over  the  country 
in  recent  years  actually  the  number  of  deaths  in  proportion  to  the  increase 
in  population  during  the  period  1940  to  1951  was  considerably  less  than  for  the 
period  1930  to  1939,  the  rate  per  million  of  the  population  of  female  deaths  has 
continued  to  fall,  but  the  rate  for  males  has  been  going  up  again,  this  is  entirely 
due  to  the  continued  increase  of  cancer  of  the  lung  which  has  gone  from  an 
average  of  70  deaths  per  million  of  the  population  per  year  in  1931  —  35  to  250 
in  1951.  A  particularly  serious  feature  of  cancer  of  the  lung  is  that  it  attacks 
generally  at  an  earlier  age  than  other  forms  of  cancer,  it  is  chiefly  confined  to  men. 
The  reason  for  deaths  from  other  forms  of  cancer  showing  a  decrease  may  not 
be  due  to  less  incidence  of  the  disease,  but  to  an  improvement  in  diagnosis  and 
treatment  resulting  in  a  greater  number  of  cures.

AMBULANCE  SERVICES 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  it  became  the  duty  of  the  County 
Council,  the  Local  Health  Authority  under  the  Act,  to  make  provisions  for 
securing  that  ambulances  and  other  means  of  transport  are  available  for  the 
conveyance  of  persons  suffering  from  illness  or  mental  defectiveness  and 
expectant  mothers  or  nursing  mothers,  from  places  in  their  area  to  places  in  or 
outside  their  area. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

These  are  available  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Salop  Infirmary, 
Shrewsbury,  Telephone  Shrewsbury  4389.  The  Bacteriologist  is  Dr.  A.  C.  Jones, 
and  the  Pathologist,  Dr.  G.  Grant. 

This  service,  originally  instituted  as  an  emergency  basis,  is  now  a  permanent 
unit  at  the  Royal  Salop  Infirmary  undertaking  work  for  Local  Authorities  free  of 
charge  in  so  far  as  it  is  relevant  to  diagnosis.  This  service  is  invaluable 
particularly  in  the  expeditious  dealing  with  the  bacteriological  examination  of 
food  samples.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT 
WATER  SUPPLY 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  bulk  system  supply  of  water  by  the 
Liverpool  Corporation  through  their  Trench  Valve  House  station  from  which  the 
Urban  Council  8”  main  begins. 

The  whole  of  the  LJrban  Area  is  served  by  the  mains  system,  whilst  in 
addition,  a  large  area  of  the  Rural  Area  is  supplied  through  the  Urban  mains, 
also  the  Oteley  Camp. 

Tapping  under  pressure  is  still  maintained.  During  the  year  a  new  machine 
was  obtained  to  replace  the  old  machine  which  had  become  unserviceable. 

Main  extensions  during  the  year  were  to  the  New  Junior  School.  The 
Duke  of  Westminster’s  housing  scheme;  Extension  of  the  Oswestry  Road  and 
Beech  Drive  mains  on  the  Urban  Council  housing  schemes,  and  the  1£”  extension 
in  Scotland  Street  to  supply  numbers  56  to  64  inclusive,  previously  supplied  from 
an  outside  standpipe  80  yards  away. 

The  system  of  supplying  domestic  consumers  direct  without  meter  and  trade 
consumers  through  meters  is  still  maintained. 

The  water  supplied  is  consistently  good  in  quality,  quantity  and  pressure.

Drainage  and  Sewerage, 

Apart  from  19  houses  and  small  holdings,  the  whole  of  the  district  is 
sewered,  these  properties  being  outside  the  range  of  the  sewers,  and  are  on  septic 
tank  treatments. 

The  main  sewage  works  is  located  at  the  Wharf  Meadows,  with  smaller 
works  at  the  Newnes  Brook  meadows  (two  separate  works)  and  the  Mereside 
pumping  station. 

The  new  works  for  the  52  house  scheme  was  completed  and  put  into 
operation  during  the  year,  this  being  one  of  the  Newnes  Brook  meadows  works. 

The  Oteley  Camp  sewage  is  received  and  treated  at  the  Wharf  meadow  works.

There  are  isolated  dwellings  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town  some  considerable 
distance  from  the  mains,  without  a  piped  water  supply. 

The  water  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

The  Corporation  gathering  grounds  and  impounding  reservoir  at  Penygwely, 
together  with  the  storage  reservoirs  at  Mount  Road  do  not  normally  provide  a 
sufficient  supply  for  the  requirements  of  the  town,  but  it  is  possible  to  augment 
this  by  drawing  250,000  gallons  per  day  from  the  Liverpool  Corporation  Lake 
Vyrnwy  Aqueduct,  this  latter  supply  being  obtained  under  powers  granted  by  an 
Act  of  Parliament.  The  treatment  given  consists  of  an  average  period  of  seven 
days  storage  followed  by  rapid  filtration,  with  the  prior  addition  of  lime  and 
coagulant,  lime  and  Calgon  after  filtration,  and  chlorination  by  the  Chloramine 
system. 

The  water  supply  to  all  parts  of  the  town  is  constant  and  more  than  99  pe‘ 
cent,  of  all  dwelling  houses  have  direct  supplies  or  stand  pipes  within  easy  reach.

This  sample  shows  slight  opalescence  and  deposit,  the  turbidity  being 
noticeable  but  not  marked.  The  water  is  neutral  in  reaction,  very  soft  in 
character,  has  a  low  content  of  mineral  constituents  in  solution  and  it  is  free 
from  metals  apart  from  a  minute  trace  of  iron.  It  shows  noticeable  but  not 
pronounced  colour  and  it  is  of  satisfactory  organic  quality  for  this  raw  supply. 
Bacterial  impurity  is  confined  to  the  presence  of  organisms  of  the  Coli-aerogenes 
group  in  small  number  and  to  the  Clostridium  Welchii  reaction  in  100  ml.  No 
exceptional  difficulty  would  be  anticipated  in  the  treatment  of  this  water  for  the 
production  of  a  public  supply.

This  sample  is  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance  and  free  from  metals 
apart  from  a  minute  trace  of  iron.

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

Meat. 

The  two  private  slaughterhouses  situated  in  Willow  Street  and  taken  over  by 
the  Ministry  of  Food  in  January,  1940,  still  function  for  the  Borough  and  the  Rural 
District  for  the  purpose  of  slaughtering  and  as  distribution  centres,  and  in  addi¬ 
tion,  for  imported  meat,  tinned  meats  and  imported  offal.  Both  slaughterhouses 
are  in  a  very  congested  area  and  nuisances  inevitably  arise,  especially  during  the 
summer  months.  For  the  amount  of  slaughtering  carried  out  at  certain  periods, 
and  this  was  particularly  during  the  year,  the  slaughterhouses  were  inadequate  in 
amenities,  capacity  and  equipment.  Meat  inspection  is  carried  out  jointly  by  the 
Borough  and  Rural  District  Meat  Inspectors. 

Regular  ante-mortem  inspection  is  not  carried  out.  The  carcases  and  offal 
of  all  animals  are  inspected  either  during  the  process  of  slaughtering  or  immed¬ 
iately  afterwards. 

Plans  for  an  abattoir  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Food,  but  no  action 
seems  likely  until  slaughterhouse  control  and  siting  policy  has  been  decided. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

Special  attention  was  paid  to  the  observance  of  the  above  mentioned  Act, 
which  ensures  that  all  animals  slaughtered  in  the  Borough  for  human  consumption 
shall  be  humanely  stunned  before  slaughter. 

There  were  no  accidents  reported,  and  no  complaints  received.

Almost  all  household  milk  sold  in  the  Borough  is  bottled  and  a  high  per¬ 
centage  is  heat  treated  or  tuberculin  tested. 

DAIRY  INSPECTION  REPORT,  1952. 

During  1952  the  herds  supplying  milk  for  consumption  in  Oswestry  and  Dis¬ 
trict  were  inspected  in  May  and  June  and  November  and  December. 

About  90  per  cent,  of  the  cattle  producing  milk  for  this  purpose  are  now  at¬ 
tested,  and  with  attestation  the  standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  cowshed  and  dairy 
has  been  raised  considerably.  The  other  10  per  cent,  are  still  in  the  process  of 
eradicating  tuberculosis  from  their  herds,  and  herd  owners  are  now  very  much 
more  particular  in  buying  their  animals  from  attested  herds,  resulting  in  a  better 
class  of  animal.  Herd  owners  are  now  much  more  conscious  of  methods  of  clean 
milk  production  and  storage  of  milk  producing  utensils,  and  the  standard  of  clean¬ 
liness  in  the  herds  is  quite  high. 

At  the  inspections,  about  20  samples,  each  half  year,  were  taken  from  animals 
showing  any  abnormality  of  the  udder  and  all  these  milks  were  examined  micros¬ 
copically  for  the  diagnosis  of  the  cause  of  the  trouble.  In  no  sample  was  tubercle 
bacilli  found.  Most  of  the  samples  were  found  to  be  affected  with  Streptococcal 
Mastitis.  The  offending  animals  were  isolated  from  the  milking  herd  and  were 
not  allowed  to  re-enter  until  treatment  had  been  effected. 

In  one  herd  inside  the,  borough  boundary,  the  milk  from  which  goes  for  manu¬ 
facturing  purposes,  one  animal  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  clinical  tuberculosis, 
but  no  tuberculosis  was  found  in  the  udder.  This  animal  was  slaughtered  as  also 
was  one  animal  affected  likewise  from  a  herd  in  the  Rural  District,  which  supplied 
the  town. 
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COMMON  LODGING  HOUSE 

There  is  one  registered  Common  lodging  house  in  the  town.

This  house  situated  in  Orchard  Street,  has  accommodation  for  26  persons. 
The  standard  as  compared  with  Municipally  controlled  common  lodging  houses,  is 
low.  There  is  no  provision  for  baths  and  the  washing  facilities  are  grossly  in¬ 
adequate.  Apart  from  the  sleeping  arrangements  the  other  amenities  are  definitely 
cramped  and  inadequate.  There  were  complaints  of  a  minor  character  during  the 
year,  and  when  these  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Keeper  they  were  attended 
to  promptly.

A  nuisance  which  appears  to  be  on  the  increase  arises  from  the  keeping  of 
dogs.  If  a  check  were  to  be  made  of  all  dogs  in  Oswestry  the  figure  would  be 
staggering.  While  people  have  been  encouraged  to  keep  chickens  to  help  the  food 
situation  there  is  now  a  tendency  for  this  to  get  out  of  hand.  While  this  Depart¬ 
ment  is  not  unsympathetic  to  such  persons  it  is  felt  that  there  is  a  limit  to  the  con¬ 
ditions  under  which  poultry  can  be  kept  in  urban  surroundings. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

Since  April  1st,  1950,  operators  have  been  proceeding  jointly  in  the  Borough 
and  Rural  District.  Two  operators  appointed  by  the  Joint  Committee  acting  on 
behalf  of  the  respective  Councils  carry  out  the  work  in  the  Borough.  Some  survey 
work  was  done.  All  complaints  were  dealt  with  including  surrounding  areas. 
On  the  whole  we  have  received  excellent  co-operation  from  those  we  have  had  to 
deal  with.  It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  serve  a  compulsory  order  in  any 
case.

The  two  Cinemas  in  the  Town  are  visited  at  frequent  intervals,  during  times  of 
entertainment  and  otherwise.  Other  places  of  entertainment  are  also  visited  from 
time  to  time.  On  the  whole,  they  were  found  to  be  conducted  in  an  orderly  and 
satisfactory  manner.  Strict  attention  is  paid  to  ventilation,  sanitary  accommoda¬ 
tion  and  other  matters  which  add  considerably  to  the  comfort  and  enjoyment  of 
the  patrons.  No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 

The  March  and  May  Pleasure  Fairs  held  annually  on  the  Recreation 
Ground  are  subject  to  inspection  with  regard  to  the  provision  of  Sanitary  Con¬ 
veniences  and  Water  supply.  Inquiries  are  made  with  regard  to  the  health  of  the 
Van  Dwellers,  especially  with  reference  to  the  control  of  Infectious  Disease.  The 
reports  for  the  year  were  satisfactory. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1950. 

Twenty-eight  shops  were  inspected  and  special  attention  given  to  the  provision 
of  suitable  and  adequate  sanitary  conveniences,  ventilation,  temperature,  lighting, 
washing  and  facilities  for  taking  meals. 

Food  shops  particularly,  had  special  attention  and  the  provision  of  suitable 
washing  facilities  including  hot  and  cold  water,  towel  and  soap,  and  improvements

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

WATER  SUPPLY 


Water  for  domestic  and  trade  purposes  is  supplied  by  the  Councils  waterworks 
at  Preston  Broekhurst.  There  is  a  proposal  to  augment  the  supply  by  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  borehole.  No  new  work  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  The 
supply  is  good  in  quality,  quantity  and  pressure.  Samples!  taken  show  no  evidence 
of  pollution  and  were  reported  as  being  “  highly  satisfactory.”  The  water  is  not 
chlorinated. 

The  area  of  supply  covers  almost  the  whole  area  of  the  Urban  District,  only 
4  houses  remain  with  supplies  from  private  wells.  In  addition,  parts  of  the  Wem 
Rural  District  are  also  supplied  from  the  Urban  Council's  mains.

WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  rainfall  as  recorded  at  Fenns  Bank  for  the  year  1952  was  26.24  inches  as 
compared  with  33.59  inches  for  the  year  1951. 

October  and  December  were  the  wettest  months,  having  a  rainfall  of  4.68 
and  2.97  inches  respectively.The  driest  month  was  February  with  a  rainfall  of 
0.56  inches. 


Water  Consumption: 

The  total  water  consumption  for  the  year  amounted  to  89,268,000  gallons,  a 
daily  average  of  244,569  gallons.  This  shows  an  increase  of  13,687  gallons  per 
day  over  1951.  This  increase  is  probably  due  to  the  number  of  new  houses  con¬ 
nected  to  the  supply  during  the  year  and  to  the  annual  Rainfall  being  rather  less 
than  average. 

During  the  months  of  January  and  February,  the  daily  consumption  was 
highest  with  252,422  and  266,681  gallons  respectively.

Existing  Water  Supply: 

There  has  been  no  extensive  change  in  the  sources  of  water  during  the  year. 

The  Brickyard  supply  continues  to  yield  a  water  with  a  high  iron  content, 
making  it  necessary  to  scrape  the  suction  and  delivery  pipes  at  frequent  intervals 
to  lemove  incrustation. 

A  new  chlorinator  has  been  installed  at  the  Waterworks  as  the  old  one  was 
unreliable. 


Proposed  New  Water  Supply: 

A  Contract  has  been  let  for  the  drilling  of  the  boreholes  at  Overton  Scar, 
which  commenced  on  September  29th,  1952.  The  6in.  borehole  for  a  temporary 
supply  of  water  has  reached  a  depth  of  250  feet  in  which  the  water  is  so  near  the 
surface  that  it  can  be  utilised  with  a  surface  suction  pump.  The  36in.  and  33in. 
tubes  have  reached  a  depth  of  85  feet. 


Houses  without  Mains  Supply: 

No  cases  of  polluted  wells  have  been  reported.  It  has  again  been  necessary 
to  refuse  all  applications  for  connection  to  the  water  mains  (other  than  for  domestic 
purposes)  owing  to  the  heavy  demand  upon  the  supply  during  peak  periods.

The  above  Chemical  Analysis  is  satisfactory,  but  the  water  is  a  very  hard  one 
and  is  likely  to  cause  scale  deposits  of  lime  in  hot  water  pipes  and  boilers. 

Swimming  Baths: 

The  swimming  bath  was  opened  to  the  public  on  May  5th,  but  it  was  neces¬ 
sary  to  close  it,  and  the  slipper  baths,  in  June  owing  to  a  defective  boiler.  The  re¬ 
placement  of  the  boiler  was  completed  by  October  11th,  when  the  slipper  baths 
were  re-opened  to  the  public,  although  it  was  too  late  in  the  season  to  re-open  the 
swimming  bath. 

The  installation  of  the  new  purification  plant  by  Messrs.  Filtrators  Ltd.,  was 
completed  during  the  year  and  is  ready  for  operation  at  the  beginning  of  the  1953 
season.

RESTAURANT  AND  HOTEL  KITCHENS 

Frequent  inspections  of  Restaurants  and  Hotel  Kitchens  are  made  and  a  total 
of  116  visits  were  made  during  the  year. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  maintained  was  good  and  washing-up  facilities 
adequate. 


ICE-CREAM 

There  are  two  manufacturers  of  ice-cream  in  the  district;  one  of  these  pro¬ 
duces  a  “  heat-treated  ”  ice-cream  and  the  other  a  “  cold-mix  ”  product. 

Twenty-two  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream  under  Section 
14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  Thirty  inspections  of  these  premises  have 
been  made  and  conditions  in  all  cases  were  found  satisfactory. 

Samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  from  the  two  manufacturers.  Bacteriological 
examination  of  one  sample  proved  it  to  be  Grade  I,  the  other  was  delayed  during 
transit  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  consequently  could  not  be  graded. 

FOOD  POISONING  OUTBREAKS 

There  has  been  no  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  in  the  district  during  the  year- 

FOOD  BYELAWS  UNDER  SECTION  15  OF  THE  FOOD  AND  DRUGS 

ACT,  1938 

Informal  action  was  taken  in  one  case  of  contravention  of  the  Byelaws  concern¬ 
ing  the  contamination  of  food;  no  further  action  was  necessary. 

MARKETS 

The  weekly  produce  market  held  on  Friday  is  partly  under  cover  and  partly 
in  the  open  air.  Protection  of  the  food  from  dirt,  dust,  animals  etc.,  is  satisfactory, 
but  in  some  instances  there  is  not  adequate  protection  against  possible  contamina¬ 
tion  by  customers.  This  is  being  overcome  gradually  by  the  use  of  protective 
covers  or  altering  the  way  in  which  the  food  is  displayed  for  sale. 

All  stall  holders  have  been  asked  to  display  their  names  and  addresses  in  con- 
spicious  positions. 

The  unsatisfactory  position  regarding  sanitary  accommodation  has  been 
overcome  by  the  provision  of  a  lavatory  basin  with  hot  and  cold  water  and  a  W.C. 
for  the  exclusive  use  of  all  stall  holders  handling  food.  A  double  sink  with  a 
continuous  supply  0f  hot  and  cold  water  has  been  installed  at  the  catering  stall. 
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SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

There  is  only  one  slaughterhouse  in  use  in  the  district,  situated  in  Liverpool 
Road  and  operated  by  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

The  Ministry  are  considering  making  minor  alterations  which  will  increase 
the,  hanging  space  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  silt  gully  or  catchpit  will  be  installed  to 
overcome  the  trouble  experienced  during  the  past  year  with  the  drainage  system. 

SMITHFIELD 

The  cattle  market  used  on  Mondays  and  Fridays,  is  owned  by  the  Council  and 
used  by  two  firms  of  Auctioneers  on  alternate  days. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1950 

The  Council  are,  the  authority  for  the  enforcement  of  those  provisions  of  the 
Act  relating  to  ventilation,  temperature  and  sanitary  accommodation.  No  cases  are 
known  where  arrangements  in  these  respects  are  unsatisfactory  and  no  complaints 
have  been  received. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

No  new  licences  have  been  issued  for  the  use  of  land  for  moveable  dwellings. 

Seven  persons  hold  licences  to  station  and  use  moveable  dwellings  on  specified 
sites  within  the  district.  These  licences  are  issued  for  periods  of  twelve  months. 


PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT 

Ten  visits  have  been  made  to  the  two  buildings  which  may  be,  classed  as  places 
of  public  entertainment,  the  Council-owned  Assembly  Hall  and  Corn  Exchange 
and  the  Palladium  Cinema-

Sleap  R.A.F.  Station  has  a  supply  from  borehole  with  storage  facilities  for 
50,000  gallons,  administered  by  the  Council  by  temporary  agreement  with  the  Air 
Ministry. 

Details  of  a  new  comprehensive  water  scheme  are  expected  from  the  Council’s 
Consulting  Engineer  during  1953.  The  scheme  under  consideration  will  entirely 
be  one  for  the  Ellesmere  Rural  Area  and  probably  explore  the  resources  of  the 
area. 

The  private  supply  of  the  Bradford  Estate  extends  by  main  to  Great  Ness  and 
Little  Ness,  supplying  111  houses  (including  farms). 

Nature  of  supplies  to  remaining  houses:  Wells  and  Springs. 

Boreholes  were  sunk  in  the  cases  of  Council  Houses  where  no  main  supply 
was  available.  Public  pumps  supply  approximately  200  persons  at  Cockshutt  and 
Hanmer  Hill,  together  with  village  pumps  at  Weston  Lullingfields,  Myddle  and 
Tetchill. 

The  Walford  Farm  Institute  premises  and  premises  at  Yeaton  are  supplied 
from  the  Atcham  R.D.C.  mains. 

Samples  of  supplies  to  villages,  Council  Houses  and  Private  supplies  were 
taken. 

Of  the  8  Private  Supplies,  1  sample  was  unsatisfactory  and  7  were  satisfactory.

Cases  of  overcrowding  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Council  during  the  consider¬ 
ation  of  applications  for  the  tenancies  of  Council  Houses.

There  are  seven  butchers  shops,  one  milk  retailer  of  T.T.,  one  knackers  yard, 
one  emergency  slaughterhouse,  twenty  shops  retailing  food,  fourteen  inns  and 
catring  establishments,  one  ice  cream  manufacturer,  together  with  eight  retailers, 
without  mentioning  the  numerous  vehicles  that  come  into  the  area  selling  various 
items  of  food.  There  is  no  site  in  the  area  for  selling  food  from  stalls  in  the  open- 
air. 


Single  sinks  are  generally  in  use,  and  sterilisation  is  by  means  of  detergents 
and  holing  water,  for  cleansing  and  rinsing.  In  licenced  premises  the  owners  are 
usually  willing  to  co-operate  in  providing  sanitary  conveniences  and  facilities  for 
the  cleasing  of  utensils,  especially  where  catering  facilities  are  also  offered.  Rins¬ 
ing  of  glasses  with  hot  water  is  the  general  method,  especially  where  the  thermo¬ 
statically  controlled  supply  of  hot  water  has  been  installed.

Willing  co-operation  is  given  by  owners  towards  the  furtherance  of  hygienic 
standards. 


REPORTS  ON  THE  SAMPLES  OF  ICE-CREAM.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

One  emergency  slaughterhouse  is  situated  in  the  councils  area.  A  table  is  given 
below  showing  the  number  of  carcases  inspected.  During  the  year  under  review 
a  proportion  of  the  meat  was  removed  to  Shrewsbury  Abattoir  for  inspection 
under  a  special  arrangement  with  the  Ministry  of  Food  which  has  operated  for 
several  years.  The  owner  will  shortly  be  carrying  out  W'orks  of  improvement  to 
the  structure  of  the  slaughterhouse  and  to  the  drainage  system. 

There  are  five  other  licenced  slaughterhouses  in  the  Area  which  are  not  at  pre¬ 
sent  used  for  the  purpose.

During  the  year  the  contract  for  the  work  in  connection  with  the  priority 
parts  of  the  comprehensive  water  scheme  was  approved  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
laying  of  the  mains  will  soon  be  under  way. 

Ruyton-XI-Towns. 

During  the  year  the  sinking  of  a  borehole  at  Ruyton-XI-Towns  was  completed 
and  tested  for  quantity  and  quality,  and  was  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  results 
of  the  tests  were  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  A 
survey  to  ascertain  the  requirements  of  the  area  to  be  supplied  from  this  source 
was  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year.

FILTHY  AND  VERMINOUS  PREMISES 

One  house  was  found  to  be  verminous  and  dealt  with  satisfactorily.  Whilst 
several  cases  of  alleged  dirty  premises  have  been  investigated,  only  two  were  found 
to  be  filthy.  One  was  quickly  cleared  up,  and  whilst  there  has  been  an  improve¬ 
ments  in  the  second  case,  many  more  supervisory  visits  will  be  necessary.  This 
particular  case  has  confronted  the  department  with  problems  and  it  has  been 
necessary  to  work  in  conjunction  with  Inspector  Barker  of  the  N.S.P.C.C.,  who  has 
rendered  valuable  help.  It  was  arranged  for  the  housewife  to  receive  treatment 
after  being  seen  by  a  Psychiatrist,  and  it  is  hoped  that  when  the  course  of  treatment 
is  complete  the  woman  will  be  able  to  give,  more  care  to  the  home. 

Close,  co-operation  with  the  N.S.P.C.C.  Inspector  is  maintained  where  children 
are  concerned,  as  it  is  often  found  that  a  dirty  uncared  for  home  affects  the  well- 
being  of  the  children,  and  is  not  conducive  to  them  being  brought  up  as  good 
citizens,  therefore,  harmony  and  co-operation  between  the  N.S.P.C.C.  and  the 
Health  Department  is  of  vital  importance-

All  retailers  of  ice-cream  in  the,  district  obtain  their  supplies  from  reputable 
firms,  and,  therefore,  knowing  that  production  is  under  keen  supervision,  and 
adverse  samples  being  few,  it  is  felt  that  sampling  on  a  large  scale  in  this  type 
of  district  is  not  necessary.  Premises  are,  however,  inspected,  and  temperatures 
taken  to  ensure  that  the  ice-cream  is  stored  in  accordance  with  the  Heat  Treat¬ 
ment  Regulations  and  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  Sampling  is  not  easy  in  a 
scattered  Rural  District  on  account  of  delay  in  transit.  Often  it  has  been  found 
that  during  very  hot  weather  the  samples  have  melted  and  were  unfit  for 
examination. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  in  all  food  premises  has  been  found  to  be  very 
good.  One  large  shop  has  installed  cold  storage  during  the  year  and  the  pro¬ 
prietor  is  satisfied  that  the  high  initial  cost  is  gradually  being  repaid  by  the  saving 
of  food  which  would  otherwise  have  been  unfit  for  consumption  if  stored  under 
normal  atmospheric  temperature  over  a  period.  It  is  hoped  that  other  food 
premises  will  soon  realise  how  important  it  is  to  store  some  types  of  food  under 
proper  conditions. 

Whilst  butchers  shops  generally  are  equipped  with  refrigerators,  one  sees  far 
too  much  meat,  meat  pies,  sausages,  and  other  meat  products  displayed  in  shop 
windows,  very  often  in  temperatures  exceeding  that  of  the  normal  atmosphere. 
The  ideal  would,  of  course,  be  to  store  all  products  in  a  refrigerator  in  the  shop. 
Refrigerators  are  provided  with  glass  fronts,  and,  therefore,  the  butcher  and 
fishmongers  alike  could  still  display  their  supplies,  which  is  of  course  necessary! 
for  sale  purposes.  Not  only  would  the  cold  atmosphere  inhibit  the  growth  of 
bacteria,  but  being  under  cover,  the  risk  of  contamination  by  droplet  and 
other  infection  by  customers,  would  be  reduced  considerably.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Refuse  is  collected  from  about  73  per  cent  of  the  premises  in  the  district  and 
is  carried  out  by  direct  labour.  Salvage  of  waste-paper,  cardboard,  etc.,  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  collected  in  conjunction  with  the  refuse.  The  demand  for  salvage 
has  not  been  quite  so  great  as  in  previous  years,  and  the  Mill  has  requested  us  to 
try  and  restrict  our  despatches  of  waste-paper  to  about  four  tons  per  month. 

With  regard  to  refuse  collection,  tipping  sites  in  the  northern  area  of  the 
district  are  becoming  more  difficult  to  find,  every  year,  and  it  appears  that  the 
time  has  now  come  when  the  Council  will  have  to  consider  the  purchasing  of  land 
for  controlled  tipping  to  serve  St.  Martins,  Weston  Rhyn,  and  Gobowen. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 


During  the  year  110  contracts  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  were  enter¬ 
ed  into  with  the  Council.  A  large  military  camp  which  was  previously  treated 
by  military  personnel,  is  now  treated  by  the  Council’s  operatives  and  greatly  assists 
in  keeping  down  the  infestation  in  the  area.  The  Council  having  obtained  the 
contract  for  the  camp,  decided  to  engage  another  operative  for  treatment  of  the 
camp  and  inspection  work  in  other  parts  of  the  district.  The  man  left  the 
Council  after  about  3  months,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  we  were  trying  to  obtain 
the  service  of  another  man. 

The  functions  of  the  Act  are  still  administered  by  a  Joint  Committee  of  the 
Oswestry  Rural  District  Council  and  the  Oswestry  Borough  Council. 

It  is  felt  that  when  a  new  man  is  appointed  and  starts  inspection  work,  many 
infested  premises  will  be  revealed- 

Very  little  trouble  has  been  experienced  in  food  shops  and  warehouses,  as  can 
be  expected  in  a  Rural  area,  the  majority  of  infestations  are  found  on  agricultural 
premises. 

No  evidence  of  rats  was  found  in  the  Council  sewers.

ASHBINS 

The  present  law  relating  to  ashbins  makes  it  very  difficult  in  many  cases  to  de¬ 
cide  whether  the  owner  or  the  occupier  should  supply  an  ashbin.  During  the  year 
the  department  has  adopted  the  method  of  notifying  the  owner  and  the  occupier 
that  an  ashbin  must  be  provided  and  more  often  than  not,  both  parties  get  to¬ 
gether  and  arrange  between  them  as  to  whom  shall  provide  the  receptacle.
